In the Lead AVorks various Alloys, 
such as Type Metals, Solders, Bear- 
ing MetalB, etc., are prepared accord- 
ing to the analysis specified by the 
customer, or, according to the formulae 
of various patented alloys protected 
by Trade Names and manufactured 
under License by the .lames Robert- 
son Oompîiny. ■ • ^' 

Lead Sheets of any size and weight, 
are railed from Chemically Pure Lead 
or from Antlmonial 'l.iead. according 
to specification. Laid Pipe, In all 
sizes up 'to 12 inch diameter and H 
inch thick, Is "squirted" in strauglit 
lengths by a hydrau, 'c ram machine; 
while a similar machine, having two 
hydraulic rams, can squirt cither 
straight or bent lead pipe, and i.-- 
used for making S-Traps and I-Jlles. 
Large Load Pipe Connections, for use 
in Chemical Works, are cast if required 
in sufficient numbers to Justify the 
expense of making a Pattern. If only 
one or two are required, then the fit- 
tings are made up from .slock size cast 
load flanges and short lengths of 
squirted lead pipe, the joints being 
made by "burning" with an oxy-ace- 
tylene torch. The small pipe for use 
in Soda Fountains is either lead pipe 
lined with tin, or solid block tin pipe, 
ao as to avoid the danger of lead 
poisoning. 

The Brass Department w.i.s next 
visited. When only a few castings are 
required the moulds are made by hand 
from wooden patterns, but for the 
parts of standard fittings the moulds 
are made in a molding m.ai.-hinc operat- 
ed by compressed air. The patterns 
for use in these moulding machines 
arc ma<ie of metal (either brass or an 
aluminum alloy) »f> as to resist the 
wear caused by the abrasive action 
of the moulding sand. 

The patterns are made in two halves, 
and arc mounted on two plates. One 
plate being used to form (he "drag" 
or bottom half of the sand mould, and 
the other plate to form the "cope" or 
lop pari lyf Iho mold. In which are the 
"sprue" or pouring hole and the "riser" 
or vent hole. The "cures" which are 
used to form the hollow portions of 
tlie finished castings arc moulded by 
hand, from sand that has been mixed 
\Ylth molasses or some other "biniler", 
md baked in 11 gas heated core oven. 

The brass is melted In coke furnaces, 
in crucables which hold aobut 200 lbs. 
of metal. OII furnaces and gas heated 
furnaces have also been tried, but 
coke furnace.s seem lo give better 
Hiitlsfautlon. Thesi; fiii iiiK-es are situ- 
iled in pits, a nil when ilie nielal In 
the crucible is melted tw-o men seize 
the crucible in a huge pair of tongs, 
lift It out of the furnace, and narry 
it to the waiting rows of sand moulds. 
While each mould Is being poured a 
third man holds back the scum which 
floats to the surface of the molten 
brass. 

When the casting ,lina cooled down 
the mould Is broken opon and the sand 
Is sifted, "tempered", and returned to 
the moulclliig inaciiliies, vvhilc the cast- 
ings are taiiuii In the "sprue i-iiltor". 
'I'lilH i.s a pair of shears where the 
"risers" and "spruiis" are removed and 
returned to the crucibles to. be, re- 
nioltod; while the various individual

There Is no douM but that the boy 
who plays footbnll taken a foromoHt 
pliicc .imonB his collogc fellows. When 
he makes the Iciim, hln place in col- 
lege life Is thereby ent-ibllshed. No 
other game makes half the appeal to 
the tinderprnduate body, or as great 
il. one to the world at large. To me 
no game can offer a thrill to nompare 
with a cleanly caught punt run back 
past charging ends or a smashing of- 
fense held on the very gonl line. 

Perhaps It rtffiy .»ecm ."^Irange, then, 
that I do not want my own boy.s to 
play eollege football. I grant its dra- 
matic appeal. 1 grant Us place .-us a 
developer of courage, self-control, and 
team-work. I am not particularly per 
lurbed by the whispers of conimer 
cinllsm and profe-vslonallsm. Nelthei 
nm I aghast at the phy.«|cal danger.-* 
of the game, although a somewhat 
treacherous knee often reminds me of 
Ihen». These common arguments for 
and against football are, ho far as I 
am concerned, beside the mark. And 
for these reasons: 

I believe that four years at collegi 
.•-liiiuld Klve a boy i-erlain things which 
he can get leas surely elsewhere. Tin 
nio!<t Important of these things is the 
capacity lo enjoy life, Intellecluallj 
I'o.vVtlly, and physically, to the full. It 
Is. of cour-sc. of the phylseal enjoyment 
of life that I am writing heie. Just 
as hlK Inti llectnal education should fl; 
him to apprcria.le books and pictures 
and music, so his physical training 
shbuld fit him to get the most out of 
his games and outdoor recreation. In 
KO fur as colI<i;e atblellcs do tills they 
an-ompllMii th.-ir ri'irii'i.^n, i.ud hold a 
ilL-luful aral i:ii|if.r'.;i!-,t plare In educa- 
tion, When they do not, they become 
a side-show: attractive, to be sure, but 
afier .ill, not the main Issue. Kroin his 
standpoint, nthletlrs arc a vital part 
of the I :!,;:-;• toy is t.i receive 
a! coll.'j.',- Tlioy arc not merely fun 
for til' inr.nien!, any more than are 
r-' onoir,i v: or biology. They are to be 
chosen and followed with a view to 
the use that Is to be made of them In 
later years. 

That is where {ootlcll fall-^ down 
There coinis. one Saturday afternoon 
In Xovember of senior year, your last 
game. And when the whistle blows, at 
th*: end of a we,ary fourth quarter, 
you're through! You never play again. 
You have left meinorlca. Kothing to 
give life more zest at thirty or forty or 
fifty. I./caving out of consideration the 
.sporadic attempts to establish football 
as a profession, it Is not played alter 
leaving ccllege. Judged on this basis, 
ll does not live up lo its splendor of 
college days. 

W hat are the sports, then, which do 
inaki- life fuller after graduation? 
The list will vary with different lo- 
calities and with personal preference, 
but there .u-e certain fundamentals 
which are the Kuine pretty much the 
world over. To swim, to ride a horse, 
to box, to Kkate, and to shoot: these 
are tile rudiments which every boy 
should know. Of the less elemental 
sports, tennis and golf rank first. Row- 
ing, hockey and lacros&e hold a few 
after graduât lot:, 

Uut football in a game quite apart 
It has less In ■•onimon with the spoTls 
of later life than any other form of 
college athletics. The same amount of 
lime and energy Is applied, for exam- 
ple, to golf, or tennis would give a 
boy a dexterity wlili li would last hliii 
throughout hl.s life As it is, 11 glve.s 
him a Well-developed body with no 
aptitude for other games. K(/r ll does 
not follow that a man who has deve- 
loped an excellent physique under per- 
fect control through his years of fiiot- 
11 can lake up other .sporl.s readily.

Tljo boy who is playing on the col- 
lego football teum cannot hope to play 
the other games too. Tootball is to( 
liaid n m.-Jkinasler: It brooks no Inter- 
ference. During the fall ll takes all 
of his time, and snatches ii few weeks 
of spring for practice as well. Kur- 
ihermore. It lakes so nmch of his 
energy and tlioughl tlmt hi? .studleH 
Muffer woefully. In ronsequeiico, If he 
wIhIii s to Kt.Tnd crcdlt.'ibly in his cIaH.s- 
room. he must study- doubly hard dur- 
ing the rest of the year. It takes far 
loo much for what it gives. 

That Is why I do not want my boys 
to piny college football. Xot because 
I dislike football— Istlll love It— but 
hocauKC I believe a boj* should lake 
part In those forms of athletics which 
win give him games to play when 
college days are over.. His ciports 
should be chosen. Just as his studies 
Tro, with some regard to the life he 
will probably lend after graduation 
He ought not lo spend four years ma- 
joring In a ftrrm of athletics which, 
while fine exorcise in llself, has no 
bearing on recreation after graduation. 
FooUiall stops with the end of college 
days. I want my boys to have cames 
which they c.in i)lay with enjoyment 
because they can play them well when 
Ihey are thirty and forty and fifty.

To most men the first leii years after 
leaving college are the busiest and 
most exacting of their lives. Play- 
time are few and far between. With- 
out constant exercise, the plo>l< al ad- 
vajitages which football ha.s given are 
soon lost. And with only an occa.sloiiul 
fSaturday afternoon, one does not start 
playing golf or tennis. These games 
are recreation to tho man wl>or has a 
certain proficiency, not to the dub. 
H«i who has learned to play ul college 
picks up his racket or his golf bag, 
when a fiee afternoon conies, and 
hies him to the court or tho links, 
with a background of training which 
makes his afternoon good fun. While 
the man who played football deprived 
himself of the time necessary lo mas- 
ter these other sports. And, having 
no game to keep himself in condition, 
he soon loses the physical strength 
which football gave him. 

Tliere are, of course, other benefits 
of the game which are not lost. Per- 
haps the most Important of these is 
a consclousiieas of physical courage. 
Kvery boy has his birthright, but ho 
must know he has it. Jt must be 
proved to him on the field of battle 
before It Is really his own. Football 
proves it beyond all doubt; Dut ao 
does every worth-while sport. 'J'o pull 
to the end of the lojjt hulf-mllo in an 
eight-oarcd shell, with every nerve 
crying for rest; to smash over the win- 
ning point in a. rive-set tennis match, 
when the body has rebelled, games 
before; lo hole out a putt on the ulgh- 
teenlh green with Ihe game hanging 
in the balance— these all take courage. 
Not so heralded as playing through the 
lost «uortcr with a broken rib, but 
Just as real and just as finp and Jupt

suggested themselves— tho ethics of 
scouting, the influence of alumni In 
.'ithlctics, and the growing commcr 
clallsni countenanced by tho college of 
ftcl.-Us. 

Scouting has been condemned ojj 
unsportfimanllkc and compared to 
sneak-thlcven-. It may bo bad as 
conducted by many, ll !« not as con 
ducted by the larger colleges; scout- 
ing Is necessary as a llmesaver; It Is 
abovo-board and clean, and is not 
meant to steal others' tactics but 
merely to help prepare the attack to 
be met and to discard tho irrelevant 
If organized scouting Is dispensed with 
unorganized scouting will follow, most 
of which will lead to minlnformation 
supplied by Interested alumni and 
other "sideline coaches." 

This brings one to the matter of 
alumni: alumni would rather .sec a 
football victory lhan educational suc- 
cess or mass and intramural athletics 
iuccesflfully conducted. The Worst 
possible alumlnus of a College or Uni 
versily is tho one who allows the name 
of the college to be dragged into the 
mud of commercialism by "offering" 
flnancKal rewards to athletes of doubt 
ful college Intentlona. The interest of 
the alumnus in the athletic successes 
of his college is praiseworthy and to be 
fostered, but It should not be used to 
Interfere with coaching situation or to 
buy athletes for his teams. There is 
Krealer pride In winning If one knows 
that iho winners are above-hoiird than 
there is If an unfair advantage has 
been taken over the opponent by using 
hired or bought athletes. 

Lastly the matter of commorclallsm 
directly hupporleU by college authori- 
ties should be considered. Within a 
week one of the .Southern .college pre- 
sidents admitted paying $600 a man 
for his team, and a coach remarked on 
the cheapness of this material when he 
was forced to dangle .11000 bef'/ro Ihe 
eyes of a prospective freshman. These 
ire porhajis bad cases but such a con- 
dition exists in many of the colleges 
throughout the country. The reaaona 
are not difficult to explain: a email 
:i)llege wants a good team, able ta give 
a good account of itself when playing 
the "big fellows"; this. will bring large 
uarantees and full stadia, the money 
Is used to hire better coaches and ath- 
letes, the name of the college is broad- 
cast over the sportsiiages, and more 
athletes will be drawn tar future 
leains, without 1/eiiefll lo tliu rest of 
the college, and It applies not only to 
these "little fellows" but also to the 
"near-great". One remedy close at 
hand is that tho larger colleges do 
away with scheduling teams out of 
their class, and thus Insure a certain 
respect for amateurism. 

it is not a question of football sur- 
viving; tho game is too great to bo 
seriously hurt, but the methods of 
conducting It are due for a thorough 
housecleaning.

Jan. 12.— (By 
Exchange Service) — ISxcavntlons nindc 
by the Joint oxpcdltlon from the Mu- 
seum of the University of I'cnnsyl- 
vanlii. and the British .Miiseuin disclose 
private lloUion of the age fniir thou- 
sand years ago when Abraham llvçd In 
Ur of Chnldces. 

Dr. (5. H. Gordon, director of the 
University Museum, has Just received 
a letter from C. Ijeonard Woolley, 
leader of the expedition, saying that 
lho.10 disiwerles "change altogether 
our ideas of how men lived then." 

These two-«tory houses prove to 
have been almost exactly like the best 
houses of modern Bagdad, though 
forty centuries older, .and show "the 
high ilegree of comfort and oven lux- 
ury" In which Abraham nnd his con- 
Irmporarles lived 

Archeolnglsts are puzzled by thirty 
bowls containing bones of little child 
ren that were found In a long narrorw 
chamber In one of these dwellings. 

"There was no Moloch In the Sume- 
rian pantheon to demand Infant nncfi- 
flcc," Mr. Woollcy nays In his letter 
"Yet It Is hard to believe that within 
a comptiratlvely short sptice of time 
nnd In a single household thirty bubios 
should have died natural deaths. 

"Can we have here a domestic shrlno 
dedicated to nmnv deity kindly to chil- 
dren, whereto friends or relatives 
might bring I heir little ones for burial? 
If so, there was in the Sumorlan reli- 
gion of Abraham's time a sentiment 
more iiillinntely linnian than the texts 
would lead us to .-lupposc." 

In Ills letter Mr. Woolley remarks 
that It was a common custom In Ur 
to bury tho dead under the houses 
In which they hud lived. "Often be- 
neath the pavement we find clay cof- 
fins or vaulted brick tombs contain- 
ing, together with the bodies, clay ves- 
sels of offerings, food for the Journey 
to the next world, and perhaps the 
signet fleal of the house owner. But 
this room was distinguished by having 
a niche In the end wall and In front 
of tlic niche .'i raised block of brick- 
work like an altar. All around this 
under the pavement there la'y thick 
togethtur the nearly thirty bowla con- 
taining the bones of little children. 

The letter from Mr. Woolley des- 
cribes the houses In vivid terms and 
.speaks at length about the "lofty 
rooms." 

It was on October 2S that the expcdl- 
tlpn resumed its work at Ur, In Me- 
sopotania. The staff is tho same as 
last year except that Fatlior Burrows, 
S.J., has taken the place of Ur. Leon 
Lcgraln, who has returned to his post 
iH curator at the University .Museum.
